consider the question of the re- 
habilition of Jews in Europe, and 
to investigate the number that 
wishes to emigrate, and the 
possible destinations in: countries 
other than Palestine. The Com- 
mission is warned that its task 
is urgent, and it is to be asked to 
suggest interim measures as well 
as a permanent solution.

The Dispensary 
Doctor added that if a b could 
be obtained in a Dublin hospital 
the patient would be able to travel 
to Dublin by bus. The Medical 
Officer thereupon got into commu- 
nication with the Bed Bureau and 
asked them to arrange matters with 
the Dispensary Medical Officer. 

On the night of October 29th- 
30th the night nurse in Wicklow 
Hospital received a_ telephone 
message asking that the ambulance 
be sept in the morning for} the 
transfer of the patient to Wicklow 
Hospital. This request was made 
in view of the uncertainty as to 
when a bed would be available for 
her in Dublin, and the fact ‘that 
it was undesirable to retain her in 
her employer’s house, where she 
could not be kept under continuous 
medical observation, whereas if con- 
veyed to Wicklow she would be kept 
under expert observation pending a 
bed being obtained for her in 
Dublin. This is the normal proce- 
dure in chronic appendicitis cases 
in which the condition, when it 
reaches the sub-acute stage, is often 
likely to subside, thereby obviating 
any urgent need for immediate 
operation. 

The ambulance was accordingly 
sent to Delgany on the morning of 
the 30th October, and the patient 
was conveyed to Wicklow the same 
morning. The Medical Officer of 
the Hospital, who examined the case 
on arrival in Wicklow, found that 
the’ patient’s. condition did not 
appear very urgent. The Bed Bureau 
intimated later on the same day that 
the patient was then third on the 
list for a bed. Later in the day 
notification was received that a bed 
was available in a Dublin hospital, 
and the patient was despatched 
there at 9.35 p.m. on 30th October, 
and her relatives were informed by 
phone to this effect. 


Your contributor states that “that! 


girl with her acute appendix easily 
might have died in the ambulance,” 
whereas the Medical Officer of the 
hospital reports that as the case 
was one of sub-acute appendicitis 
the patient’s life was not in any 
danger at any time. The Dispensary [Be 
Medical Officer, as stated above, 
had reported the previous day that 
if a bed were obtained for her, she}! 
could travel to Dublin ‘by bus. 

' wish to emphasise the. special 
circumstances recited above which 
motivated the sending of this patient 
to Wicklow. No acute major sur- 
gical ‘case for which a bed is avail- 
able in a Dublin hospital is de- 
tained in this County or sent to the 
hospital in Wicklow as a’ formal 
preliminary to transfer to Dublin. 
There are, therefore, no grounds 
for the suggestion that any patient 
ina dangerous condition would have 
his life imperilled by the obligation 
to go first to Wicklow. There aré 
no restrictions on the ambulance 
arrangements such as those which 
your contributor characterises -as 
“t fantastically absurd” and “ pre-
